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Continuation of 5: As set forth in the previous Advisory Action, Figures 1-3 clearly 
depict a sealant containing tire having an outer liner (defined by elastomeric strip 21) 
and an inner liner 5, wherein a sealant chamber is defined between said outer and inner 
liners (contains plastic, self-sealing product 23). In this instance and in an analogous 
manner to the claimed invention, the outer liner is fastened to an inner surface of the 
tread of the tire body or casing (compare Figure 1 of Chemizard and Figure 1 of claimed 
invention). It is emphasized that Column 1, Lines 5-10 of Chemizard specifically states, 
"the inner wall is covered , at least in the zone of the crown and of the shoulders, with a 
layer of self-sealing agent...". It is noted that while this language is highlighted by 
applicant in the response, applicant does not appear to challenge the examiner's 
interpretation of Chemizard. Regarding the modulus of the inner liner, Beers expressly 
recognizes the well-known use of low modulus, highly flexible inner liner compositions 
for the benefit of reduced cracking, which is analogous to the purported benefit of the 
claimed invention. Lastly, Reinowski and Chien are optionally applied to further 
evidence the well-known use of low modulus rubber composition in the manufacture of 
tire inner liners. 
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
